Communications consultant and policy researcher.

2. What has been your main involvement with your community outside of work

3. In your life what event, or book, or speech, or song or even TV show has made 
the biggest impression on you and your political thinking? Why?

Friedman. This is a transformative resource on the power of the free 
market and free enterprise in our society.
